SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Gilford  : 

I  herewith  submit  my  sixteenth  annual  report  as 
superintendent  of  your  schools. 

The  Tilton-Northfield  Supervisory  Union  has  been 
enlarged  by  the  addition  of  Canterbury.  This  was 
made  necessary  by  a  further  reduction  of  the  number 
of  superintendents  in  the  state  and  the  consequent 
reorganization  of  many  of  the  unions.  This  union  is 
now  made  up  of  Tilton-Northfield,  Belmont,  Canterbury, 
Gilford,  and  Gilmanton.  There  are  forty-five  teachers 
and  approximately  one  thousand  one  hundred  fifty  pupils.

Miss  Louise  Collins  resigned  in  June  and  Miss  Lillian 
Millotte  was  transferred  from  No.  Nine  to  the  Intervale 
school.  There  have  been  no  other  changes  in  our  teach- 
ing force  within  the  year. 

The  school  board  decided  not  to  reopen  the  No.  Nine 
school  in  September  as  the  anticipated  enrollment  did 
not  seem  to  warrant  maintaining  this  school.  The  five 
pupils  were  assigned  to  the  Village  school  and  transpor- 
tation provided  for  them.

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Our  total  enrollment  is  62,  an  increase  of  8  more 
than  a  year  ago.  There  are  enrolled  in  the  Laconia  schools 
a  total  of  83  Gilford  children;  26  in  grade  I  to  VI,  15  in 
the  junior  high,  and  42  in  the  senior  high.  In  the  last 
two  years  the  enrollment  of  Gilford  children  in  the  La- 
conia elementary  schools  has  dropped  50  % .  On  the 
other  hand  the  Gilford  enrollment  in  the  Laconia  High 
school  has  increased  50%  .

Lily  Pond 
At  the  last  school  meeting  certain  proposed  altera- 
tions and  changes  at  Lily  Pond  were  discussed.  After  a 
careful  study  of  the  situation  and  ascertaining  the  prob- 
able cost  of  doing  a  thorough  job  the  school  board  came 
to  the  conclusion  that  it  would  be  unwise  at  that  time  to 
make  the  desired  changes.  Only  temporary  repairs  were 
made. 

Proposed  Consolidation 

It  has  been  suggested  at  various  times  that  a  central 
school  providing  for  all  the  school  children  in  town,  both 
high  and  elementary,  might  better  serve  Gilford  than 
the  present  arrangements.  This  proposition  has  not 
appealed  to  me  as  being  altogether  a  wise  one  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  so  many  of  the  Gilford  children  now  at- 
tending Laconia  schools  are  within  walking  distance, 
and  also  because  there  are  available  for  Gilford  children 
such  excellent  high  school  facilities  in  Laconia. 

The  more  recent  suggestion  that  the  three  local 
schools  which  are  now  being  maintained  be  consolidated 
in  a  central  school  of  two  rooms  at  the  village  has  much 
to  commend  it  and  might  well  be  given  serious  consider- 
ation. 
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In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  once  more  my  keen 
appreciation  of  the  help  which  I  have  received  from  the 
school  board,  the  teachers  and  many  others.
